MISPORY OF THE INDEPENDENCE MOVEMENTS IN SINK IANG 


The Uighur policy of Yang Teseng~hsin ( #8 se My ), hich included 
freedom of religion, sas clever but dacotiful it was considered to be 
netter than the policy of Chin Shu-jen (-4 #it Go). Still, on the 
occasion of the extavlishment of the Chinese Republic, Nias Halfs rebellid 
zgainst the provincial government. Subsequently a number of independence 
novenents occured during the rule of Chin Gho- jen:

1915 Tiyelu-fan (‘furfan) Anmed

When Chin Shu-jen case to power he imprisoned the Uighur intellectuals 
whe might Lead revolis, on tae excuse of tneir being Bolshevized. He 
brought in a large mamber of Chinese immigrants and permitted thea to

At the death of Shah Makhsua, the Xohammedan prince at Ha-mi, and the suc— 
cession of Nejir Khan, Chin Shu-jen summoned the new prince to Ti~hue 
{Urumchi) to prevent his taking part in a revolution. However, YolLlbars 
Khan jnciead of Nejir cnaa, vent to Pielma, 
In February, 1931, one of the soldiers of the troops protecting the Chinese 
dmigrants forced a Uighur girl to marry him. At the marriage ceremony the 
enraged tribeswen, in accordance with a pre-arranged plan, wr rested weapons 
frou the soldiers and revolted. The revolt broke out in seglick, one of 
the seven districts north of semi, Sull Heg, the leader of the revolt, 
kept in clase contact with the other six districts, and in each of these 
disarmed the Chinese bLroops. 


By that time Nejir Khen had been called to Ti-hua and his 200 troops had 
been disbended, their weapons being kept in the New City. The Ola City 
was being defended by Yollbars and nis some fifty men. When half of these 
deserted to the ce arvay, Yollbars and bis remaining men went 
to join thea. Beyen he occupied the Old City. The New City, held, by 
troops under rasta Chu ( ), was besieged by the rebelling troops 


Previous to this event quad ji? Hodja Nias, of Komulo, a person of wealth 
and high reputation, had joined the Revolutiomry Army. After achieving 
an overwnelming victory oves the government army he was recommended to be 
the commander of the Mohammedan army, and Sali beg put himself under _his 
command, In April Nias and Sali Beg sent troops to Sarké1 ft Barkol/ 
and, joined by the Kayaks of the northern mountains, captured the city. 


At that time Ma Chung-ying ( & (# %& ), defeated in battle by wa Pu~fang 

( & ¥ 4 }, escaped to the border of the province. From there he sent 
a message to Hodja Nias offering assistance. Despite the opposition or 
suspicion of a nuabey of persons in tae Revolutionary aArny, Nias accepted 
the offer. Ma Chung-ying then lead his forces of about 1,000 men, about 
nalf of whom possessed guns? into Sinkiang, and trus, in April, the araLles 
of the Ulighurs and Tungkans? were united, The forces of Nias st that time

Nias 
agreed to this. Thereuron the preparations for indepenuence were rapidly 
advanced, , 


ie tne beginning of way, Hay Lif cane to Lauazur froa Aksu ana reported 
the disarnanent of tie Tlungkun troops at aksu by ismael. ie also nanded 
Timur a xritten order fro« Nias, directing thut aisarmawent of tae Thungkan 
troops snould oe performea at Lashgur also. Timur aia not obey, insisting 
that it was not the riznt tine for thet. 

“Yakube /? Yakubi/ reachea «ksu in the ena of July, leaaing 500 of Timurts 
troops. But there ne received a isssuge from Wun, telling: of tne aeata of 
Timur, and returnea to Kasiyar ut tae bezimning of august. 
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wabld, moreover, won over all of the important elewents under Osaan to 
join the comaittee. Osman, completely isolated, perunenbly retired into 
the ‘nountains with his some 300 soldiers, suying that ine would take « rest 
in nis old hormet 


November 14, 1933, the establishnent of the incependent Governuent at 
Kashgar was declared, anc the new country was named the Mast Turkestan 
Republic, The more important officials were as follons:

Jn October of this year Sodja Nias, who was at 4ksu, negotiated wita the 
sovieb Union and obtained weapons, frevious to biis, wahmud, who was at 
rtueerh-lo, had fought against Me su-yviian ( & A% Av) at Basal Argint to 
tne north, and had lost the oattle., % tne beginning of septenver ne came 
to Aksu, and in October waged another battle against da Fu-yilan at Kluecnfe, 
using the newly obtained hussian weupons, Sub ne was not buccessiul and 
withdrew to Aksu, 


in November the Tlungkan eruay aavanced to Pai-cin? ei ( #2 snk }. Ismael 

was killed in the cattle at Kara Yulgun, and nis forces retreated to akSu.s 
The Tlunekans pursued toem to the neizhborhood of Aksu and crusnea the 

Uighur troops there, Manaud ana hias fell back on Ushih (yp 4f¢ ) {2 #ueshin 
(Uch Turfan)/, and here again were beaten, and cise to hashvar ab the end 

of December, United with the Uichur troops there they besieged the New Gity. 


i& about the sane time the Uighur troops of Pa-entu were overtiirown by 
Wa Fusyting PP tia Fueytian/ from aksu, and came to Peizawat £2 Faizabad/ ; 
There the reinforcement from Kashgar arrived, and they waged another fight 
against Me Fusylan. Sut again they were defeated and withdrew into the 


Qld City of Kashar, 


{it this point the Tlungkéns controlled the towns along the road from 
Stu-luefan to Kashgar (New City) and the Uighurs controlled the towns 

along the road from Chiiekens to Kashgar (Old City). The governuent forces 
held the region of Ti~hug/. 


in February, 1934, Ma Fu-yling /? Ha Pu-ytian7 entered the New City and 
joined with Ma Chan-tstang's forces, At this, confusion and disturbance 
developed in the Independent Governuent, caused by antagonism between 
Sapid-daelulla, insisting on the independence of the Uighur tribes, and 
Nias and Manmud, the advocates of the recognition of Chinese sovereignty. 


Previous to this Ma Chung-ying commanding Tungkan forces] subjugated 
west, and south of Timnua. Chang Pleieydan ( §& 2g Aj), of Ili, while 


pretending to be faithful to Sheng shin-tstai (& + 4° ), formed new 
forces and coning to iu-su, plotted to revel against Sheng. 


Osman was later captured, ana imprisoned at Yarkand, oub escaped vack to 
the mountains , 
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January 1, 1934, tne reinforcements from the Soviet Union? advanced into 
Sinkiang, passing Altai /Ch'eng-hua/, Charchak /? T'a-chteng/ and Ili. 
Chang, defeated at wu-su, fled and committed suicide. The remaining _ 
troops returned to Ili and submitted to tne Soviet forces, which had come 
in under the false name of Nhite Russian troops. 


Rendering assistance to sheng, the Soviet troops from Charchak and Altai 
sent out airplanes and obtained an overshelming victory over tia Chung-ying. 
Ma Chung-ying reached Yen~chti, passing Dawan cheng ie Ta—panechteng? and 
Tloek'o-nstin, Yollbars left Ma in the neighborhood of Tiehua and fled te 
Komul tka Haemi. (Kumul)/ through T'u-lu-fan and Pichan /? P'ichan/. 


The government army came to Tlu~lu-fan and pursuing Jia Chungeying westward 
fought at Yen-ch'i. Ma Shih-ming died in action, and Ma Chung-ying 
entered Kashgar in April. — 


Vithin the independent government of the East Turkestan hepubli¢c, while 
Sabid~da~ulla insisted upon defending the Old City /of Kashgar/ to the 
death, Mahmud and Nias wanted to quit the Old City for the time being, 
withdraw to Yine-chi+~sha, anc plan a seconc uprising. These two at last 
withdrew to Ying-chi-sha and there joined the Knotun forces that had been 
fighting the T'ungkan troops of the hew City of Kashgar. oavid and ali 
other important members now had no recourse but_to withdraw to Ying-chi~sha. 
The Ttungkan troops in the New City [of hasngar/ entered the Ola City 
without a fight. At that time Manoud and Nias had already withdrawn to 
Yarkand, sSabid, in the middle of February, gathered the troops scattered 
in the vicinity of Ying-chi-sna, ana attacked hashgar, Though he recap=- 
tured the Old City he lost it apain after two days, and was peuten back 
to Ying-chi-sha. 


Meanwhile, Hodja Nias, at Yarkand, set out toward Ulughchat [Chat/, near 
the border, to consult with the voviets. chen be and wahmuu reached 
Peligabat /? Faizabad/, in March, they encountered the Ttungkan forces, 
¥ahmad engaged them in battle hile Nias safely arrived at Ulughchat. 


At that time, the T'ungkan troops of Kasngar besieged the New City of 
Ying-chi-sha, held by the Knotan troops under luranned /? Nur Ahmed/’. 
Yahmad withdrew from battle at Peigawat and turned to help aefend Ying=- 
chi=sha. The Ttungkans, falsely using the name of onen sunsur, ucvised 
Narahmed to surrender the city, but he refused, ohahn sansur, an elder 
brother of Nurahned, came from Yarkand to Ying-chi-she, out fell in the 
fighting. «after a battle of twenty days Nuranmed and his 1,000 en were 
annihilated, and the New City fell into the hanas of the Tlungkans., Then, 
in the end of March, the old Jity also was carried by the T'ungkan forces. 
Mahmud continued fighting in the south. 


When Nias reached Ulughchat, Sabid-da-Hulla sent Yakube to him, and himself 
went to Yarkand. Coinciding with Nias! arrival at Ulughchat, dadji Masul 
£ vosul/, Mahmud's brother, whom Nias had sent from Aksu to Tashkent in 
september, 1933, to entreat assistance from the soviet Union, also came 
back to the place. Nias dispatched Yakube and Eadji Anmed Kul from the 
border town of Irkeshtam to the coviet Union and askea fwr weapons. Tne 
Soviet army replied that it was nelping the Ti-hua government, saying:

Now the _governzent army has alréady reached Yen-ch'i, 
This, Hadji viasul Le “osul/ alsa knows. Nias and his associates should 
quickly arrest the heads of the Inaependent Government, and surrender 
then at Aksu." 


-at the beginning. of Aeril, Yakubi, on returning to Yingechi-sha, met 

Mahmud, Two or three days later Nias, with his troops, una Hadji Mosul, 

also arrived at Ying-chiesha, “hen the group reachea Yarkauna the members 

of the Independent Government held a lively discussion, without coming to 

any agreement, The Southern Independence Party, who were from tne Lirst 
opposed to the Jim Hissar contract, obstinately insisted on fighting to 

tne last man. Thereupon, Nias {who had decided to accept the soviet proposi- 
tion/ arrested the Minister of Public Health, tne iWinister of Justice 

and {sentence not eonpleted 


Sabideda-iulla, who was in the suburbs, wus seized by Mahmud, who had 
come to Yarkand after the defeat at Ying-chi-sha, Thus the Independent 
Government of the Kastern Turkestan Republic came to an end, 


Mahmud and Nias met at Igarchi, anc decided to go to Aksu, Leading all 
their forces, and bringing the four prisoners Eavid, the two ministers, 
and 2/, they reached wcrkit (# 2 ¢ ) fderket Bazar] (in the middle of 
April.) 

At that tine the T'ungkan forces came to Yarkand, and turned to attack 
werkit, Nias fell back on Aksu fighting, and joined hands with the 
government army from Tienua and the Red and inite Russian troaps fehich by 
now nad anparentiy advanced from Yenech'1 westward to Aksu/. Tois was at 
the beginning of day, The Comnander-In-enief of the Hussian army {sic 

was Buktiov ( Bykmuct ), and the adviser was Chirnishev of tie Red aray. 


By this time the Tlungkan forces had already advunced to Yeh-ch'eng on 

the south and to Paechtu on the east, and had completed preparations for 
war, As for the Khoten troops, Muhamed Amin, Murahmed's brotier, replaced 
Urug Beg as nar Minister, and marched to Guma ()% a ) /Pti-~snan (Guma 
gazar)/, /Tt is not clear whether this force was holding out for indepen- 
aence, or, like the rest of the Uighur forces, was now cooperating with the 
Ti~haa governnent/. 


At the end of June, Ma Cnunceying had a talk with the soviet consul at 
Kashgar, anc fled into Soviet territory, sia Hu-san (& tA 2. ), leading 
the remaining forces, routec the Khotan troops into tne mountains, ana 
entered the city of Knotan, Muhamed Amin escaped to India. 


sheng onihets'ai mace Hodja Nias the vice-superintendent, and sent him to 
Tiehua. Mahmud, at the beginning of July, came to Paw~chtu, with the Chinese, 
Russian ani Uighur armies, As the Tlungkan forces of Kashgar were all at 
Yarkand, Mahmud entered Kashgar without a fight, and ordered Palat Beg to 
march on Yarkand with 500 troops, The T'ungkan troops retreated to 
Yeh=chteng without resistance, and Palat Seg occupied Yarkana, 

Then, according to the promise made at the tine of sia Chung-ying!'s flight 
inte the Soviet Union, the T'ungkan troops withdrew to the east of Yeh-ch'eng, 
and the Uighur troops, on orders from Ti-hua, halted at Yarkand, Here the 
spheres of influence were fixed for tne time being, in august. This was 

due to the policy of tine Goviet Union.

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The Red Army soldiers, pretending to be white Russians, mixed with the 
white Russian Army, and after the war wes over, killea its leading 
menbers one by one, and gained control of the white Russian arsy. The 
ted Army returned to ooviet Russia through chtulpan, and about 500 «nite 
Russian troops at Pa-ch'u were put under the command of Chirnishev of tne 
Red Army. 


Part of the Tiehua troops were left at Aksu, and the rest withdrew. at 
Kashgar about 500 troops from the North East provinces, with Liu Pin 
(i AK, ) as commander, occupied the New City, while the Old City was 
defended by about 4,000 troops under Mahmud. Repaurk of the fed Army 
became the military adviser. Hallikov, a coviet, was the aauviser of 
Sheng Shih-tstai. 


Progress of the tar in the North 


[the account now goes back to vay,'1933, and descrives the action which 

took place in the north/ 

At the end of May, 1923, Ma Chung~ying aaving captured Guch'eng a Chti-tlai/, 
consulted Nias and sent to Altai“ fifty T'ungkan soldiers under iia Hei-ying 

(. = E) and fifty Uighurs under anmed. At oarsumba ( A 4x, ) 
rie Cht eng-fua/” they sent a message to tne Taot'ai demanding surrender, 
The Taot'ai sent two Ulghurs as representatives to learn the enemy's 
intentions, and commissioned two colons to spy out the strengtu of the 
enemy. The Uighurs reported the forces of sia Hei-ying and shmed to be 
10,000, but the colons declared that tois «as fulse, that there were no 
more than 100 soldiers with guns plus 100 kagaks of the neighoorhood 
joined to them. The Taot'al, executed the two Uighurs and mace preparations 
for war. But as the news of the political upheaval of July anc of the 
flight of Chin shu-jer reached the Taot'ai, he fled to Ti-hua? The 
Mohamaedan troops were ignorant of this, and had been waiting outside the 
clty for fifteen days, when the Uignurs in the town organized a self 
defenses corps of the traders and invited in the forces outside the city. 
The Mohammedans entered the town, in July, ani for aboub a ssonth recon- 
structed their army. 


in August, Shilip Khar, a leading figure of the Altai nazak je kazaks/, 

was, with his troops, silently watching the course of events, in the 
‘mountains west of Sarsumba /? Chi eng-hug/. The Revolutionary army sent 

a messenger to, him, telling of their intention to be in action at Charchak 

LP? Tla~ch!eng/# and asking him to come and join them. Shilip Khan's 

reply was that though he would not take an active part in the project,

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he would do nothing to the disadvantage of the rebels, Then the Kevolu- 
tionary Army left only 200 men at Sarsumba /? Chiengehua/ and the remain- 
ing troops, 3,000 strong, reached kobuk (32 Hp %,) Le . One half of 
these were the Tungkan troops under wa Hei~ying, ana the other half tue 
united forces of Uighurs and Kagaks. 


After this, in August, Shilip Khan entered carsumba, where # small number 
of Kazak soldiers were garrisoned, and in conformity with the agreement with 
the Revolutionary Army, administered the town. He then sent a messenger to 
Nias at Yen-ch'i, and decided to tuke part in the revotution. 


At Kobuk there was a prince of Torput Mongol fi Mongols/ with his 5060 
cavalry. He sent Bakur Jan to the hevolutionary Army, offering guns and 
horses in exchange for 200 men, -The lievolutionary army entered Kobuk and 
the, prince supplied it with 500 guns and 50G horses, 


Then, from Kobuk, the army reached Durbinjin ( $A @% \ when the 
Taot'ai at Charchak /? T'a=ch'eng/ dispatched 500 troops to join with the 
troops at Durbingin oic/ in the fight against the rebels. The Revolutionary 
‘Army gained an overwhelming victory, and annihilated the refugee troops from 
the northeast, under Chang ‘(46 ), and occupied Durbinjin (at the the begin- 
ning of September), Chang escaped to Charchak (in September) where he, 

Shu /? 7 and the troops of Chinese and white Russians, shut themselves up 
in the New City. The Uighur merchants of the Old City sent seven delegates 
and welcomed the Revolutionary Army, On this, the Revolutionary Aray 
entered the Old City, end establishing a new government, comaissioned a 

new Taot'ai, After three days they besieged the New City, and sent a Tatar 
messenger to advise surrender, The troops of the New City mrdered the 
messenger and fighting commenced, At that time the Revolutionary Army 

there had 5,000 men and 3,000 guns, but ammunition was scarce, The govern~ 
ment army had 2,000 men, half of whom were Chinese and Solons and the other 
half “hite Russians. After four days’ fighting, the government army pro- 
posed to surrender on the following day, The White Russians alone opposed 
this decision, Just at that time, the reinforcements arrived both from 
Tiwhua and the soviet Union? The strength of the Ti-hua troops was about 
1,500 men. The Revolutionary Army planned to attack them, after once 
letting them enter the New City. The Soviet forces of about 200 troops 
defeated the Revolutionary Army and occupied tne New City. The Mohammedan 
troops, having once withdrawn into the Old City, intended to besieze the 

New City on the following day. On that morning, however, the forces of 

the New City came out to besiege the Old City. After a days! battle, 

though Kherovskil (Xepotctux ), the white Russian comuander, was killed, 

the Revolutionary Army was beaten, and separated into three groups, One 
group escaped to Kobut /? Kobuk/, one to Tiehua, ana the third to Ili 

{end of september), 


At the beginning of October the troops which had escaped to Ti=hua, led 
by a Hel-ying, captured wu-3u, but the troops at Charchak pursued them 
and recovered vu-su. ‘a reached Manas /7 Manass/, where he was attacked 
by the forces from Charchak and the government forces from Tiehua.

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Ma, being defeated, fled into the northern mountains, and joined with 
Kazak forces there, The Kagak troops, on learning of the clash between 
Hodja Nias and Ma Chungeying, killed ka Hei-ying and confiscated the 
‘weapons of his troops. 


The troops which had fled to Kobuk were led by ahmed. They defended 
Altai /? region/ together with Shilip khan of sarsumba /? Chteng-hua/’, 


The 200 men who had gone to Ili bid their guns in peasants’ houses and 

‘enbered T1i disguised as traders, There they got certificates and after 
three months, stole cut of the city, In the end of November they came to 
Aksu to comnit themselves to the comand of Nias. 


The Old City of Charchak was occupied by tne government aray, and 
wealthy Ulghurs were murdered, and their properties confiscated,

In August, 1934, in southern Sinkiang, after the stabilization of the 
spheres of influence, ahmud centered his efforts on the promotion of 
aducation. Bub thore was a tendency to incline to "left" under the 
influence of Tishua, Ma Huesan supervised the districts between Yeh~ch'eng 
and Ch'ieh-mo, and kept a position of semi~independence, ts 


OF sebid-da-Mulla and the other three prisoners, two escaped and fled to 
india. Sabid and Hadji Zirip Khari, the Minister of Justice, were delivered 
to the Ti~hua government. The Jinister of Justice died of disease. Sabid 
was pub into prison. In 1935 the Vighurs of the north entreated his 
release, out it was refused, 


5CO Chinese troops were garrisoned ai Kashgar, 500 at Aksu, and 1,000 at 
Yemuchti, The Uighurs, occupying most of the important, positions in the 
government, endeavored to awaken the racial consciousness fet the Vighurs/, 
The Tiehus government, alarmed at this step, after 1936 began to put 
Ghinese officers in the important posits as advisers, Mahmud, who had 
inwardly been regretting the compromise with the TMhua governaent, aid 
tad been secretly making preparations for the Inaependence Levement, now 
protested the oppressive policy of Ti--rua. 


Barly in 1937 the provincial government summoned wanmed {iaheud] to Ti-hua, 
on the pretext of settling the problem. Mahmud, while feigning compliance 
with the command, planned with ais confederates to flee to India and ask 
assistance from Japan. in April Mahmud and Hadji wosul went to Ying-chi-sha 
with twenty soldiers. Of the 700 troops garrisonea there, they left £00 
as rear guards andgled 500 to kokurabat, west of Yarkana. from there they 
usab the forces of Yarkand to Pasgam f? Posgan/ mf %o restrain the Tlungkan 
aray, while the Ttungkan troops of Yeh-cht eng were confronting these 
forces of Yarkand, Lahoud ana Mosul stole thelr way through the mountains 
to Kukiyar [Kokyer/, south of Yehech' eng. There Mahmua admonished his 
soldiers to bide their Lime, avoiding any conllicts, until he enould 
return and again fight for inaependence, after sending them back to 
their respective stations, he went inbo the mountains with his eee 
confederates and twenty soldiers. ahen they reached delieksna ( & 2 a, te )s 
he sent the twenty soldiers back, and entered India with his S ictheon 
confederates, 
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Disregarding Nahmud's admonition, the soldiers who were’sent back from 
Kukiyar incorporated the soldiers of the vicinity, bringing their total 
number to 2,000, Being afraid of the dangers in returning to Kashgar, 
they wanted to remain at Yarkund, and made Abd Nias the provisional 
commander to take Mahmud's place, ieanwhile, oy order of Ti-hua, Koroan 
was put over the 2,000 of iiahmud's troops left at Kashgar. Thus Mabmua's 
army came to be divided in two, 


At that time the foreign minister and the finance minister of Ti-nua 

came to Kashgar as representatives, to investigate the causes of Lahmud's 
flight and to pacify the Uighurs, These two ministers sent two Uigiurs 
to Kashgar tka to inquire about the soldiers of Yarkand. The soldiers of 
Yarkand sent Yakubi and Abd-da-~Mulla with them as representatives, These 
four entered the New City of Kashgar in a motorcar, passing Ying-ciiesna 
guarded by Kashgar troops. On April 20 they met Liu Pin ()f] 3X ), the 
Taot'ai. The demands of the Yarkand troops were to hold the four prefec~ 
tures of Merkit, the Old anda New Cities of Yarkana, end Posgam. iu Pin, 
with feigned cordiality, prouised to forward their caemands to Ti-nua, ana 
in the meantime let them lodge at the military camp in the Old City. They 
stayed in the Old City for a week, and during that tine held conference 
with the leading figures of Kashgar. But they [the hashgar leaders/ 

were opposed to their [fahmud's troops/ concentrating in Yarkand, The 
reply from Ti-hua also asked Korban to come to Kashger and take the post 
formerly occupied by Manmud /? /. 


At the beginning of May the two envoys returned to Yarkand, with two 
other delerates from Kashgar, bd Nias was not satisfied with the reply 
they brought back. 


Previous to this, Ma Hu-san had sent a messenger to Yarkand, and proposed 
to wage war with Abd Nias against the Ti-hua government. Dissatisfaction. 
with the reply from Ti~hua drove Abd Nias into alliance with the Tlungkan 
troops, and he held the two delegates from Kasngar in confinement. On 
May 15 he invited Ma Hu-san to Posgam and consulted with him. It was 
decided that keeping secret the alliance of the troops of Ttungkans ana 
Uighurs, they would capture Kashgar. 


On Hay 26, according to the agreement, the T'ungkans sent out 1,000 

troops, and 2,0U0 Uighur troops joined them, Besides these, there were 
1,000 Uighur soldiers without guns. The whole army of 4,000 was divided 
into two Jef forces, One force was to strike at Ying-chi-sha, and the 
other was to march straight on the Old City of hasngar. They started 

on the night of May 26. One group captured Ying-chiesha on the 23th, and 
reached the New City on the night of the 29th. The other took a roundabout 
way to eastward and arrived ab the Old City on tne night of the <9th. 
Another force took Peizavat /7 Faizabad/ on the aéth, and still another 
force was sent and occupied Pa~ch'u. 


In the Old anc New Cities of Kashgar battle raged fron may 30 to the first 
of June (1937;. Khotan-Yarkand troops captured the Old City and encircled 
the military camp of Mahmud., Then the Soviet consul acted as mediator 

and brought the Uighur troops in the Ola City into the hew City. The 
Yarkand troops opened the way for them, and themselves occupied the Old City. 


At that time 2,000 Ti-hua troops were reported to have reached Pa-ch'u. 
On June 6 Abd Nias, leading alinost all of his forces, went to face then.

“A chief staff officer and a cowin of bahmud. Korban received military 
education at Tashkent. 
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At Kashgar /7 7 the Ti-hus troops shut themselves in the New City. 
After fighting about twenty days the besieging army advised surrender, 
The troops in the city asked one day's grace, and after suspension of 
battle for a day, they opened the gate und fled to aksu in motorcars 
(end of July). Abd Kias pursued them to Aksu. 500 of his 3,000 troops 
were Tfungkans. On the way Nias' troops captured four curs and brougit 
down two airplanes. After capturing Ushtulpan (& 44) /7 wu-shiti (Uch 
Turfan)/ and Ahoot (Pi fy 4b ) » they stood opposed to the government 
army on both sides of the 4k su Darya. 


At that time'va Hu-san, with about 3,000 troops, came to Kashgar. He 

| stationed 1,000 troops at Peizawat, 1,000 in the Uld City /? of Kashgar/ 
and besieged the New City with the reauining 1,000, while he himself was 
travelling back and forth between Kashgur and Yarkand. The cases of 
pillage and plunder by the Ttungkan soldiers occurred during this time. 


At the beginning of August abd Nias crossed the river /Ak su Darya/ and 
captured a half of the Old City of ‘ien-su (Ak ow Kona ohahr), and attacked 
the airfield, But he was defeated and withdrew to the west side of the 
river, and reached Ushtulpan, where he was beaten again and retreated to 
Ahbad. He sent a force of 500 to k'u-ch'e by s_roundabout way to the 
south, and siezed the four prefectures of Bai /? Pai~ch'eng/, K'u-chte, 
Shayar /Sha~ya (Shahyar)/, and Lun-t'ai (Bugur Bazar). But troops arrived 
from Ti~hua and regained Lun-t'ai, K*usch'e, and Bai, and joined the troops 
of Aksu. The Uighur troops held out at Shayar (7y #% ) and recaptured the 
three lost prefectures. 


Among the troops of Peizawat there was a Brigade Commander ya (.& th &), 
who had previously been to sioscow from Khotan, ang had studied there for 4 
year. He was then secretly in touch with the Soviet consul at Kashgar, and 
betrayed Ma Hu-san. 


At the end of August the Soviet forces from kara K#1 came to Aksu, by 

way of Ushih (& 4f) /? vu-shih/. There joining with the Ti-hua troops, 
they fought a severe battle at Aksu, on September 6, Four airplanes and 
two tanks were sent out. On the 7th the Uighur troops fell back defeated. 


On the same day, 1,000 soviet cavalry troops came from atbashi to Peizavat, 
and gave aid to Brigade Commander Ma, Brigade Coumander iia attacked the 
Trungkan troops in the Old City of Kasngar. One half of the soviet forces 
made for Pa-ch'u and the other half for Ying~chi-sha. The T'ungkan troops 
of the Old City withdrew toward Ying-chi-sha, but the ooviet troops stopped 
them and brought them very near to extermination. 


Keanvhile, the Uighur troops at .en-su, when they flea and reached the 
neighborhood of Pa~ch'u, learned that the soviet troops had already 
advanced to the place. Trying to reach Khotan, the Uigiurs came to aerkit 
[Merket Bazar/ september 15. s#ran there they dispatched a man to Yarkand 
for information. According to his report, the Soviet troops that hud routed 
the remnants of the T'ungkan troops from Ying-chi-sha to Yarkand nad already 
occupied the city on September 12. The Soviet troops came out to fight Abd 
Nias' forces at Bayajigita. The Uighur troops, beaten by the ooviets, went 
into the Takla Makan Desert on September 15, and nothing has been heard of 
them since, 


The Soviet forces advanced to Yeh-chteng, and defeating the Ttungkan troops 
there, drove them back to Khotan, where most of the Ttungkans were killed 
by bombing. 
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Ha Hu-san (& iK, z)t about September 10, before the entry of the Soviet 
forces into Ysrkand, had escaped to India with nis family and 100 soldiers, 
The remnants of the Ttungkan troops, which had been peuten «et Khotan, $00 
men, led by va Au~ytlan, fled to Chtinghal (#7 j4- ). The Uighur troops 
which had remained at ohayar also escaped to Chtinghai, 


Thus, in the middle of dctover, the Soviet arsy, naving pacified southern 
sinkiang, returned to its homelena, and tne Ti-hua government began whole- 
sale suppression and executed one after the other of the wembers of tne 
revolutionary party. The report reached India thet Hodja Nias! pict in 
connection with the secret comuittes of ten was exposed, ana that he was 
arrested and executed in 1933,
